The petition is in line with that pre- 
sented to the council on Tuesday last 
and rejected, though couched in 
stronger terms. Meetings Lave been 
held during the week of signers of the 
former petition, and the feeling was 
unanimous that another effort should 
be made to induce the council to per- 
mit a judicial enquiry into the police 
department. The rejection of the 
former petition has resulted in arous- 
ing an even wider desire for an in- 
vestigation, and a more insistent de* 
mand that the matter be pressed.

Chief of Police Lancey stated this 
morning that the police investigation 
was nearly concluded, the only mat- 
ter yet to be investigated being the 
question of the $540 which disap- 
peared.

WEST BUSINESS 


STUATION SHOWS 
UTTLE CHANGE 


Prevailing Cold Weather Has Had 


a Stimulating Effect on 
Business 


561 FAILURES COMPARED 
WITH 33 FOR LAST YEAR 


General Conditions Are More En. 
couraging Than for Some 
Time 


New York, Feb. 13.—Little change 
has oceurred in the business situation 


of the Dominion, according to des- 
patches received by Dun's Review 
from offices of R. G. Dun & Co,, 


located in the leading trade centres, 
although the movement in some lines 
has been stimulated by the cold wea- 
ther now generally prevailing. 

Montreal reports rather quiet con- 
ditions, 

At Toronto, a more confident feel- 
ing now prevails, owing to the grow- 
ing ease of the money market. Lower 
temperatures and snow have helped 
local trade to some extent at Hamil- 


ton, though there is no particular 
activity in evidence. 
In the Far West and Northwest 


favorable weather has prevailed and 
a fair volume of trade is reported. 

There is a better demand for winter 
merchandise at.Winnipeg, and while 
stocks are rather heavy, it is believed 
that they are being rapidly reduced, 
demand being stimulated by special 
sales, Little complaimt is heard, 
except in certain lines, and the 
general opinion is that the outlook is 
encouraging. Quiet conditions pre- 
vail at Mdmonton, although colder 
weather has been of some benefit to 
the situation. 

Not much chaneg has taken place as 


yet at Calgary, but indications are 
regarded as favorable and the mer- 
chants are preparing for a good 
spring trade: 

General conditions are more en- 
couraging at Saskatoon than they 
have been for some time and while 
jobbers saies do not show much in- 


crease, notable confidence is expected 
in the future. Retail business at 
Regina is fair and in wholesale lines 
sales are fully up té those of a year 
ago. 

Wintry weather at Moose Jaw has 
helped the suie of seasonable mer- 
chandise and merchants are encour- 
aged by the fact that they will not 


have to carry over as large an 
amount of heavy goods as expected a 
while ago. 


Vancouver reports but little change 
in general conditions and rail trade is 
quiet. 

Gross earnings of all Canadian rail- 
ways so far reporting, for this week, 
show a falling off of 28.7 per cent., as 
compared with the earnings of the 
same roads for the corresponding 
period a year ago. 

Commercial failure in the Domin- 
ion this week numbered 61, as against 
67 last week and 33 the same week 
last year.

{t was also brought out that the 
mine at Cumberland in which the 
strike started was now running ut 
full capacity — almost entirely 
with Chinese labor. Papers moved 
for by Sir Wilfrid Laurier whieh 
would have thrown a great deal of 
light on the affair had not been 
brought down. The discussion will 
no doubt be resumed when the 
labor estimates are again reached,
